It wouldn't be of much help to sound the alarm about the problem without providing the solution, right? So now 
that you are aware of the peril we face the goal of this article series is to teach our hands to make war; not on the 
physical realm, but spiritual warfare. 

Are We Willing to Fight? 

Choosing rather to suffer affliction with the people of God, than to enjoy the pleasures 
of sin for a season; 
Hebrews 11:25 O (KJV) 

Most Christians want to stay nice and cozy. They may not enjoy the pleasures of sin; however they seek to 
coexist in what amounts to a state of detente with this world and its ruler, Satan. But we are called to take a 
stand against evil; to speak out and put ourselves on the line for the gospel of Jesus Christ. 

Remember the word that I said unto you, The servant is not greater than his lord. If 
they have persecuted me, they will also persecute you; if they have kept my saying, 
they will keep yours also.

Are you willing to suffer affliction and persecution for Christ's sake? For those of us willing to fight we must make 
sure that we are prepared for battle, because Satan will exploit any weak spots in our lives and destroy us. 

Are We Prepared to Fight? 

The Spirit itself beareth witness with our spirit, that we are the children of God: 
Romans 8:16 (KJV) O 




To be prepared for battle in this war we need Jesus to be Lord and Master of our lives. That may seem like a no 
brainer; however there are multitudes in this world who are Christians in name only. When Jesus is running things 
we have a real personal relationship with Him We talk to Him daily, and He talks to us via His Holy Spirit. If 
there is any besetting sin that we have not laid at the foot of the cross and dealt with Satan will use it to come 
against us.

Hast not 
thou made an hedge about him, and about his house, and about all that he hath on 
every side? thou hast blessed the work of his hands, and his substance is increased in 
the land.

Although we try to make it as rare as possible we all do stumble on occasion. Whenever we sin we give Satan 
legal right to afflict us; that is why we need to confess our sins! Sin breaks this hedge that God sets about His 
people, but confession and repentance seals it back up. This is why men like Carter Conlon are telling us it is 
not necessary to confess our sins, to get us to leave our hedges riddled with holes like Swiss cheese!
